Hardly need special praise, as every one knows them 
to be among the most useful and popular of hardy 
bulbs. It is not onlya general favorite for the garden, 
but is exceedingly popular as a window flower, from 
the facility with which it may be forced into bloom 
either in pots or glasses, which will make the window 
or conservatory beautiful during the dull, cheerless 
months of winter.
